conference, would deliver the sermon,

Bishop Fowler and D, Merrill occuprod

the pulpit with the eminent visitor and
inside of tho chancel rail ant Bishop Foster,
Bishop Foss and Hsliop Fitzgerald.  The

audicnen was made up afl miny praminent
peoplo of Omuha and a large proportioh of
tha delegates nnd visitors i tho couferenco,
I, Merrill snnounced the opening hymn
and when the audience bad sutg it Bishop
Fowler offered prayver,

Thoe ominent speaker was introduced by
Dr. Merrill, pastor of the cnurch. Dr
Moulton is a portly man, to all Appearances
about 0O years old. Ho bas s smoothly
alaveu face, of

excepiing o small tuft

slde whistere,  Iis head s large and round,
his neck short, and his entire makeuap that of
nostrong, sturdy, vigorous Koglishmnn,  Lis
languueo is fuultless and the only peenlinrity
about his enuncintion that distinguishes him
from the cultured American luister 1s that
hio is o trifle more pacticular about Wsarvtien-

Intion and s inclined 1o told on to the linal
sound i bils words vather looger than the
Arierican spenker. But ha s almost ens

tirely [roe from those ninnnerisms which ure
common to the English orators.  His style is
grave, carncst and forcible, nover speaking
a sontonce that bos wot o deow underlying
thought in it

'nnl Spokens o P'rophet,

D, Monlton found his text In the second
chapter of St Paul's epistio to Thimothy und
tho nineteenth verse, wnich veads as follows:
“Novertheless the  foundation of  God
stundeth suve, having this seal, the Lord
knoweth them thot nre His,  And let every
one Lhat numeth the name of tho Christ de-
part frow iniguity.'

I'bis foundwrion which St Paol spoko of
was tha chiureh of God, not of any particular
age, but through all the sges. In Paul's
time the gers of disbelief were plainly visl-
ble aud t‘aul siw tho opposition that was
sure to coufront tho chureh nor nnt merely
forn day bub through ages,  Butl his faith
overeame itand through all the contumely
and abuse he never doubted the stalnlity of
tho chureh of God, ‘Tho speaker then ox-
plained the meaning of the text by sayiag
that God planted the church and put His
ceal on it The church was the foundation
bacause through it God disteibuted His
truth nmong men.  Ingividoals might  fall,
some of them had fallen, but the church of
God remained, ‘T'ha thouslbt of a4 foundution
nutucally suggested a butlding. A founda-
tion was of hittlo use withiout o buitding upon
it. Jesus Christ was the chiefl corner stone
of the foundation and ench succceding age
continued 1o build pwore ana more upon the
solid foundution. Tho great building had
beon visiog ln grandeur all these ages and
would rontinue to rise as long as the sons of
men continved wo serve God, St Paul could
sce with prophetie eye the grand structuroe
rising through thoe ages, and be wos con-
strained to suyv: “Novertheless tho fodnda-
tion of God standeth sure,”

All Do Not See Allke,

The truth of (iod was given to man, the
sponker smid, tunt ot might be diffused
throughout the earth, CGod choso to speak to
moan through man. ‘I'here s reason for the
belief that some denominntions appear to
hold fu which they assume that thoy are the
oply and authormzed church of God, Itis
true that God has his church, but it is not
visible to tho nuked cye us yet, “We are
almost afraid to speakof the church of God, ™
shid the speaker, it Is n sacred subject, but
one thing we maoy be assured of, tho Lord
knoweth them that are His. God forbid that
wo Mewhodiste should tuko auy part with
that system of religion or doctrine which
mukes much of the church and very litte of
the word, Thoro are many courches, but
ouly one church. Whon those wno protend
to be Christians engago in quarrcling uwnd
bac-iting, then we may well woep; buv
while we aro simply divided into different
branches of the sume groeat family there s no
need of Inmentation.  Are there not differcut
beliefs even amovg the members ol this oo
congregation

*1t is impoessible for all of us to obtain all
the views that there ave to truth, To onch
of us aro given some of tho views. Wo
should not think that we see ail of truth.
Bome day, perbaps, we shall be enabled to
s00 more thun we all see now,  Alroady we
ol join Lsnds upon one great central truth,
Jesus Clrist the savior of men, Around
that lot us rally and leave our minor difter-
ences to adjust themselvoes in God's own
time,"

'Tne divisions of the subject were the faith-
fulness of God and the duty of man, *The
Lord kooweth them that are His,” YAl
things aro His, " said the speaker, There are
no Jews or Grecks with God, 'T'he sons of
men may be numvered aruong the saved il
they will, regardless of roace or color,
and God will take care of MHis  own.
e has their pawes all engraven on His

hands, Thoey are His temple in which He
loves to dwoll.  Ho will not forget or foranko
thomw. Some people way not boe satistied

with the simple statemoent that God knows
them that are His, But it is always safe Lo
Jot the seripture exploan itself, It is possi-
ble that you may not get the full meaning of
many passages ut the f(iest glance, but be
content, Ciod will guard His troasure,

“Aud right here is n profoundly solemn
thought,” smid Dr. Moulton very himpross-
fvoly. *The Lord knowoth them that are
His nnd He nlso knoweth thom that are not
His, Oh, wy brother, wby will you die so
noar to your home! Will you nov heed His
loving voice!  All wo need to do is to feel
our need of Giod and necept the lnvitation to
coe howe,"

Ana then turning to the other division of
tho subject the speaker sald that the
Christian must vot  think that las (fe
should be one of continunl recelviug, There
was the duty of giving connected with the
Christiau lilo as well as the pnvilege of re-
celving.

Must Not Temporize.

YA Christian must not countenance sin in
any form,' snid the speaker. “1f you en-
cournge sin then do oot name LLhe uamo of
Chelst, 1f vou namo the namo of Clrist
koup aloof from sin, Do you pelong Lo the
foundution of Cod's tomplel In provortion
10 the govotion aud faithivlness of a chiurch
er an individual God will pour out his spirit
upou them, You will be s soures of strengin
or wenknoss 10 the church la proportion to
the relation you sustain to Ged, If you yield
10 sin you will be & hindrunce Lo the church
with which you are connected, If you with
stand the atiacks of the evil one you will ada
sirengih to the church. The Lord knoweth
thewm that are His own, Let every oue that
pameth the name of the Lord depart from
lulguity,"

'llha :;mknr made no e¢ffort o be brilllant
or Lo say anyvthing that would create s sou-
satlon,  His discourse was @& distioetive
,oqml serwou from first Lo last aud i wuy

body wonl to Lths chureh eéxpreting to hens
brilliant filghts ol oratory or staritling stato
monts they wore dounbntiess disappolnted
Dr. Moulton is not so remarkable for any
thing new that he savs as he I8 for the foroe
and conviction that ho puts into the plain
simplo statemonts of the gospel, An ae-
copted truth coming from A groat man Is
nlways given more attention than when
uttered by somo one of less note and learning.

iz plensiog and his stylo of oratory that

which attracts nnd interests the listenor
The subjoct of bis discourse was [rom
Ata 1, 80 YAnd ye shall be witnesses unto
Me, bothain Jerusnlem and o oall Judea;
and in Samnarin, and uato the utiermost
purt of the oarth The thought, the mshop
siald, was 1o doubt wfllaenedd when Christ
toos the farewell walk with the discipies,
It was then that they wisited the many
familiar  places ana ghzed upon sconcs of
othore dinys when they ind rone up onto the
Mountof Olives 1o commune with the Lord,
Then it wns that He commanded  thess mon
1o g0 Lo the uttermost portions of the carth
and preach the gospel. Agaln Josug, wihoeu
at Giattles and before the crucilixion, ex-
pinined that the gospel wias Lo bo preached
to ull, not only to thoso of the earth us it was
Known at that tiae, but to the future gener-
ntions,
The people of today had just as much
right, tho bishop said, to erase the other
commandments as 1o disobev tho farewell
command given by Jusus to his aisciples,
Duolng God's Appolnteld Work,

Taking up the subject of whera the
spreading up the gospel  wis most needed,
the bishop snlil that some men bhad advanced

the theory that  the  heathens stould
not bo cdueated, 04 Euch edu-
vation brougtit  to  thewm realiza dfon  of

right and wrong. Tho same partics eluimed
that in theoir igoorant state they linew no
wrong, but after being educatea they know
therr sins, and by committing them would be
competled to suffer the consequences,  This
wns not the iilea ol the missionary work.
The idea was to tenech them the way 1o be-
come Ctristians and  Jead wrue Christing

lives, Thoere was inore goodness in o small
Christinn congreention  than thero was In
SHOO0000 of the bentheo nbhabitants of

China and the lollowers of tho gods of tbe
tdomtors,

It was an old maxim that ebarity com-
menced at home. This, the bishop suid,
soundod well, but it wus contrary to God's
tenchings, who sout his beloved son dowa
from heaven to save n perishing world.
IP'eoplo could go on for centuries arguing
nhout the tetraval and the erucifixion with-
out sccomplishing the object sought., What
proachers, both in and out of the missionary

feld, should talk about wuas the law of
Christ and what e had douwe to save the
world,

Tho bishop regrettod that Chyist had

alwiys beoen pieturcd asa babo in the arms
af 4is mother Mary, or as dead vpon the
vross,  Christ was not desd, but alive and
with the peonle who sougtt Him and His
pondness,  The spirvit of Chrls) was mirrorad
baek 30 real that ono conld almost see Him
and look inte His face while engawed In acts
of righteonsness, I chueel woembers would
talk nbout Christ when they woere in their
oxporience meetings; Lthose meetings would
never loso their interest and becowmn  com-
monplace affairs,

Some missionaries failed In thelr work,
hut upon this subject the hishop smd that he
wolld not give o sixpeowce for a man who
never fulled: sueh o man never attempted
anything, \When tnen wont as misslodaries
they should take thoaie credentials along.
Those eredentinls should show that the mis-
slonary was willing to stand up in and for
the name of Josus Chrdst,  “With such ere-
dontinls,” sald Bishop Tnoburn, *Christ will
always stand by your side,"

SAVING GRACE,

Glorlous Satisfeetion of the Knowlodge of
salvition Set Frecly Forth,

Bishop Mallalien of New Orleans filled the
pulpit at the Seward Street Moethodist Epis-
copal chureh at yesterduy morning's service,
and addressed a conrregation that filled that
edifice, His theowe was “Our Wealth
Turough Christ's Poverty." Hefors entor-
Ing upon uis discourse he told of un Arkansns
cliurch that was to be sold at sherifl's saleto

sutisfy a mortgage, and of his
pirsonal intervention 10 prevent
it, biv assuming the indebloduess.

He nsled that o collection be taken Lo raise
part of the #5560 stll due, He wanted tho
congregation o conteibute &80 of thonmount,
and Aoally ehaveged bis request to double
that sum, and the desired amount was raised,

The vishop spoke at length of the internal
exlstenco of Jesus, and of whut it really
mnant to be saved. It is a mighty vhing to
be saved jor wven an pour,' he said, **bul
far mightier to be saved for eterulty. We
can't drop out of exislence, even if not
saved, 50 you wust reatlzo how eraat o thing
itas for an immortul soul to spend fis eter-
nity with Jesus!w Jive with Him forever
and sharo His wealth, Heo says the vighteous
shnll sit with" Hbm on His throne aod man-
nge five or ten civles. 1 reckon it means five
or ten worlds, My Lord, now I'd like to
mannge some of them, The swing of this
universe is before Gad's people,

“Some of you seem to think that all thero
is to selvation is 0 siug: 'Oh, happy day
that ixed my choice on Thee, my Saviour
and my God.” There is n ministry of angels
and thoy help every good man and wotnan on
enrth moany and mauy i time o reach our
eternul home with God,  Ob, yes, yowll see
me there, with my urm througzh
Lhe urm of  mn  aogel, and  I'i
BAY ‘Now brother, lev's  take a
swoop through tho universe,” and ne'll tako
me und show me God's grand kingdom,

“1 want to sed o million souls savea
through the ministry of Muethodism during
the next quadvennivm,  If the genoral con-
ference would let go of all thut is vuin and
tage up the work of snving souls In earness
wo would see some grand revivals amd the
blood stained cross would be far in sdvance
of tho lngegaras, and we would save o million
souls during the next lour yoars.''

The penltents’ bench was set out and an
invitation was extendod to any and all who
might be willing to oveupy it to go forward,

“I'ne unconverted don't come out Lo ctiurch
in the rain n morning like ths,” continued
the bishop. “Wo ure il Chnstian people
hers, but wo want an ou pouring of the holy
spirit.  Uome up horo within the altar, ail
you conference delegntes who bave n desire
to do greater and botter worl for Christ than
you have done before, Come right up here,
ull of you, whether you are winisters or lay-
wen,’

A score or more of delogates responded to
the Iopvitation, and & season of goneral
prayor was indulged in, Dr. IKecos boing
called upou to lead. He prayed that all
might be made millonarvies in faith and
spiritusl powor ang that the pearl of great
{wi-:u. the Koebluoor of saving love, might be

stowed on some poor, lmpoverished soul,

He asked thoat all might be tloodea with

ueaveuly MHglt, and given strongth te do
moro than ever belore the work assigued
them, —
